forth is, 'Will Christ come again?' 
This question has been the study of 
the greatest minds. Personally, I 
have positive views on this subject, 
but what I desire to show is not my 
personal beliefs,'but the relations of 
the rhurch thereto.

The first, or period 
of ritualism, belongs to the childhood 
of action; the second in young man- 
hood, when men six.ed up the earth 
with the thought apparently that 
they knesv all things: the third, when 
Christ attempted te inaugurate the 
spiritual religion. Paul attempted 
to carry out the Master's will,but he 
soon found that the world was not 
ready to receive it, and it may not be 
ready to receive it today.

,too many churches today that are 
labeled. Dnited Brethren "in Christ. 
There is too much difference of opin- 
ion among the professed followers of 
Christ. 
There should be more unity. 


Some wonder how some Christians 
can do as they sometimes do, when 
perhaps . they 
who profess to 
be 


equally as good Christians do things 
that are worse. The great thought 
is, what does it mean to follow 
Christ? This has a great underlying 
thought that docs 
not 
take an 


ecclesiastic scholar to bring out. 
We 


have only to learn what Christ taught 
and fellow him. 
A great part of his 


work was in caring for the physical 
being and then the salvation of soul. 
Men must be in good condition phy- 
sically before they can become thor- 
ough workers in the cause of Christ. 
The average Christian of today, when 
making an effort toward the salvation 
of souls, apparently wants to choose 
among the many sinners those to be 
saved. 
In other svords, they prefer 


to confine their work to the goody- 
good class, overlooking the lowest 
class of sinners, instead of making an 
effort to reclaim them as did Christ. 
The church of today seems to be 
afraid of losing her reputation if she 
were ,to admit the outcast. 
True 


followers of Christ need have no fear 
upon this point. 
Christ lias taught 


us thatjthe vilest sinner may return, 
and Christ had no fear of losing his 
reputation when trying to save the 
lowest. We rind many strange things 
recorded in the Bible, but none so 
strange as this. The true Christian 
will not, with an up-turned nose, say 
if that woman is admitted to the 
church I will not remain. The Bible 
does not teach so much of heaven as 
it does as to what we shall do here on 
earth to fit us to dwell with the re- 
deemed. 
Christ taught that every 


soul was worth saving and every body 
worth caring for, therefore how can 
we, as Christians, fail to rebuke sin 
when and wherever we may find it? 
Christ lived without sin. 
We may 


not be able to attain this 
perfect 


state, but we should follow his main 
teaching by doing all in our power for 
the salvation of .souls and the up- 
building of the cause of the Maker, 
and our efforts should not be confined 
to a particular class, but greater 
efforts should be made to save the 
lowest. 
In doing this we may offend 


someone. 
We cannot do it without. 


Christ could not and did not. 
We 


may not be without sin ourselves, 
but we should remember that Christ 
said. -What is that to thee? Follow 
thou me!' '•'•

Washington, Aug. 31.—Although the 


Ltate department lias not been official!y 
advised of the death of King Malieto 
of Samoa, the press reports are be- 
lieved. 


In all likelihood we must remain in 


official ignorance of the event for some 
time to come, owing to the slow means 
of commuaication at the disposal of 
the department. 


It is the general impression here that 


the death of the king will result in the 
overthrow of the present form of gov- 
ment of the islands, maintained as it ia 
by the joint action of the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany. 


Reports show that this government 


! Is the most expensive and unsatisfac- 
tory in the world, having regard for 
the population of the Samoan group. 


In the capital city, Apia, there is 


maintained a tripartite municipal gov- 
ernment at vast proportionate expense, 
while the reports show that 32 rato 
payers are obliged to bear the entire 
cost. 


For some yearn back the existing ar- 


rangement for the government of the 
Samoan group has been satisfactory to 
none of the three governments, yet it 
has been continued for the reason that 
nothing better could be suggested that 
would be acceptable to the three na- 
tions. Now there are indications that 
at least one of the parties is coming 
around to what was a favorits plan of 
settlement of the state department, 
namely, a disruption of the present tri- 
partite government and an absolute 
division of the islands of the group be- 
tween the United States, Great Britain 
and Germany. 


The principal object of our govern- 


ment has been to retain possession of 
a coaling or a full naval station in the 
islands, so as to afford a base for naval 
operations in the vicinity of Australa- 
sia, as well as to insure an open port 
for our merchant steamers on the long 
voyage from 
San Francisco to Aus- 


tralia. 


The United States now holds title to 


some -ground for a coaling station at 
Pago Pago, on the Island of Tuitwn*. 
This island is the least in size of any 
of the group, but it is more than large 
enough to support a naval station, so 
that it has been the plan of the state 
department to acquire it as a whole in 
tae event of the dissolution. 


Among the first duties falling to Mr. 


Hay when he assumes the office of sec- 
retary of state will he the considera- 
tion of some plan to tide over the crisis

Weyler's Policy. 


London, Aug. 31.—General Weyler, 


according to a special dispatch from 
Madrid published here, has outlined 
his future policy. He proposes, it ap- 
pears, to be independent both of the 
government and of the opposition, "al- 
ways aiming to preserve the country 
and to reorganize the army." He ex- 
presses the belief 
that the Carlists 


have plenty of money, some of which, 
he alleges, comes from France. 
He 


says the United Republicans have no 
personal animus against the queen, 
their only object being to adopt a firm, 
International stand, one result of which 
would he to check in some measure 
England's ambition."

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OPEN REVOLT 


Of Entire Fourth Regiment 


Against Colonel Colt. 


Soldiers' Letters That Tell in Plain 


Language of His Tyranny. 


Life-Long Friends Desert Him—They 


Now Declare They Will Have 


Sweet Hevenge. 


Columbus, O., Aug. 30.—Letters 


received by relatives of members of 
the Fourth Ohio A^oluntesr Infantry, 
now stationed at Puerto Rico,indicate 
that the entire regiment is on the 
verge of a revolt against Colonel A. 
B. Coit. Enough has leaked out to 
make it certain that Coit is sitting 
on a volcano of his own making. It. 
is claimed that he has been tyrannical 
and careless of the welfare of his 
men, 
and that he has exposed them 


to needless danger. According to the 
statements o£ members of Biddle's 
company, C, and the other Columbus 
company, of the Fourth regiment, 
Biddle was not at all to blame in the 
affair which earned him so much 
odium. It is claimed by the letter 
writers that Coit deliberately threw 
the two companies named into the 
lace of an ambuscade, where the 
Spaniards had every advantage, and 
attempted to unmask the ambush 
from the front instead of from the 
flank. He did this against protests 
from his own officers, who neverthe- 
less led the attack as ordered when 
he repeated his commands. 


The natural result followed. 
The 


men were unable to advance in the 
face of the withering fire poured upon 
them, and, after vainly trying to 
find sufficient shelter from which to 
hold their position, were compelled 
to fall back, having done exactly 
what the foe wished them to do. An 
immediate 
investigation 
followed, 


in which Colonel Coit was brought 
before Generals' Haines and Brooks 
and made to explain his hasty action. 
Previous to this Colt had 
relieved 


Biddle of his command for alleged 
cowardice in the face of the enemy. 
At the investigation conducted by 
the general officers this order was 
rescindsd, Biddle was again placed in 
command of Company C, and Colonel 
Coit, it is said, was severely repri- 
manded for his foolhardiness in lead- 
ing the troops into an absolutely in- 
defensible position, for no apparent 
reason. 


That was the start of the friction. 


Companies A and C and their officers 
are then said to have been ha/.ed in 
every conceivable, manner. , Colonel 
Coit'lost no opportunity to show his 
hatred for them, and Captain Biddle 
finally proffered his resignation, to- 
gether 
with 
Lieutenant 
Kinney 


Funk, of the Portsmouth company. 
The apppointment of'Funk had been 
bitterly opposed by Colonel Coit from 
the start, and he is quoted as declar- 
ing, while still in ramp at Chicka- 
mauga, that "as soon as he got out 
of the country he'd have another 
Lieutenant in place of Funk." This 
'threat seems to have been carried 


out. In addition to these resigna-1 
tions, Captain MacLee Wilson, Ad- 
jutant of the regiment, has also sent 
in his resignation to Colonel Coit and 
asked to be mustered out of the ser- 
vice. A private in Company C writes 
tu his father that twenty members 
of that company 
have 
obligated 


themselves to "ta'ke a punch at Col- 
onel Coit" as soon as the regiment is 
mustered'out of service. Asa result 
of these .-letters the feeling against 
Colonel Coit in this city is very bit- 
ter. 


, Colonel Coit commanded the Four- 
teenth Regiment O. !N. G. at 
the 


time of the Cincinnati riots, 
the 


mining riots and the Washington C. 
II. lynching. His trouble growing 
out o'f the latter affair will be readily 
recalled. It was then alleged that 
the shooting was entirely uncalled 
for, 
and Colonel Coit had to stand a 


long and expensive trial for man- 
slaughter. '
